This paper is preserved in Barce- 
lona. On the same day the monarelis 
agreed to the conditions of a document 
which was drawn up Iiy the royal Secre- 
tary, Juan de Colona. and is preserved 
among tin; papers of the Duke of Vera- 
gua, agreeing to all the demands and 
conditions of Columbus. These capitu- 
lations were followed on the :;nth of 
April by a commission, in which it was 
fiirllicrgranteil that the Admiral and his 
heirs should use the prefix ]JH,I or Lufil, 
to their name.

Columbus was sought once more, and 
in a way to give him the vantage wliicli 
his imperious demands could easily use. 


The interview with the Queen which 


followed removed all doubt of his com- 
plete ascendency. Ferdinand in turn 
yielded to the persuasions of his cham- 
berlain. Juan Cabrero, and to the sup- 
plications of the Queen. The ensuing 
days were devoted to the arrangements 
of the details. These are somewhat 
lengthy and we omit them here; the 
curious and interested reader will find

One Ear Enough. 


In saving seed corn the aim is natur- 


ally to select ideal ears and such as are 
found on ideal stalks. While in excep- 
tional cases it may be desirable to select 
from stalks bearing two or more ears, 
to the mass of fiumers one good ear is 
enough; and it is easier to obtain such 
an ear than to get two poor ones. It is 
not difficult to see where the temptation 
of wanting two-eared stalks creeps in, 
fortlie farmer's mathematics point to 
such as to a pathway leading to double 
crops. But the same kind of reasoning 
might as well suggest the plan of put- 
ting twice as many hills on an acre. In 
both cases the results are likely to be 
disappointing, and for similar reasons. 
We need not try to cheat Dame Nature, 
nor expect "something for nothing'' 
even from her hand. "What we gain in 
one point \ve lose in another. The 
double-eared stalks require the best of 
soil, the best of care, and twice as much 
room as the single-eared ones. For best 
results there_can be but one stalk to tlie 
hill, and an accident to this one stalk 
w.ipes out the whole hill. Another ob- 
jection to the many-eared stalk is that 
it does not do equally well by all its ears. 
O'ie is pushed ahead, while the others 
follow at intervals; the ripening is un- 
even, aud the later ears are likely to be 
soft when the frost comes. It takes 
about one hm:dred and thirty mediuni- 
sized ears of corn to make a bushel when 
shelh'd. 
Whatever the distance be- 


tween the hills, in planting com suppos- 
ed to yield one ear to the stalk, a fair 
number of stalks per row will be indi- 
cated by the number of feet the row is 
in length. Thus, one stalk every foot, 
two stalks every two feet, three every 
three feet, four every four feet, or an 
average of three and a half to every 
three und a half feel; 
either 
will 


give good results. 
If the rows are 


one-fifth of a rod apart it will take 
just eight hundred rods of rows to make 
nn acre. Every eight rods will have its 
one hundred and thirty-two stalks, 
enough at one ear to the stalk to yield a 
bushed of shelled corn. At this rate an 
acre will yield one hundred bushels. 
Xow lot us cut these figures squarely 
into halves to allow for missing hills, 
failure to bear, and all sorts of accidents, 
and we still have tiie fair yield of fifty 
bushels per acre, or more than twice the 
actual average yield for this country as 
shown by tlie government reports. 


Why not be satisfied, then, with one 


ear te the stalk, provided we make that 
one ear the fattest, soundest, and best 
that lies within .our scope of develop- 
ment y Nature i.s usually sufficiently 
prolific in regard to numbers, and im- 
provement generally lies in the develop- 
ment of six.e and quality. It is onr work 
to pinch off blossoms and shoots, to thin 
out and prune, and keep down Nature's 
normal numbers, in order to heighten 
thp quality. The result is not only a 
better grade but a greater yield when 
measured by bulk or weight instead of 
count. It is sometimes rather difficult 
to go through a large field of com and 
trim it down to one ear to tlie stalk, but 
with a little careful practice any intelli- 
gent IIIHJI can go through a field aud 
prune it quickly and properly. If any 
one doubts the superior merit of this 
method let him set aside half an acre or 
more and test it in this manner for a 
season, treating it in all other respects 
of cultivation the same as his main 
crop. This will fully test the matter, 
and give him a valuable experience.—
